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STATE RAILROAD COMMISSION j 

HEARS EVIDENCE IN FIGHT FOR 

EQUAL RAIL RATES. 

The hearing of the case of the 
South San Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce versus the Southern Pacific 
Company for the extension of the San 
Francisco switching limits to include 
South San Francisco was opened Fri¬ 
day in the courtrooms of the State 
Railroad Commission, before Com¬ 
missioners Loveland and Levlin. The 
rooms of the Commission were packed 
with interested shippers, business and 
professional men from San Mateo 
County. Each side had an imposing 
array of legal talent. 

Because of the wide publicity given 
the case by the press it is expected 
that a bitter fight will ensue before 
the evidence is fully turned in to the 
Commission. W. H. Dinning of the 
Chamber of Commerce was the first 
witness on the stand. He testified to 
his position and the reasons which 
impelled the Chamber of Commerce to 
file the complaint. 

Thompson on Stand. 

He was followed by P. R. Thomp 
son, who had been on the stand nearly 
two hours when an adjournment was 
taken for luncheon. Thompson, on 
examination by Arthur Roehl, attorney 
for the Chamber of Commerce, an 
swered numerous questions illustra¬ 
tive of the discrimination, and submit 
ted comprehensive data, exhibits and 
schedules which were intended to 
show the handicap to South San 
Francisco’s Industries because of the 
inequality of switching rates and dis¬ 
tances on the San Francisco side of 
the bay, as compared to the charges 
made on the Oakland side on switch 
ing hauls. 

The attorneys for the Southern Pa¬ 
cific Company interjected a strong 
objection to permitting Thompson to 
submit comparative figures on the 
cost of operation, claiming that he was 
not competent to do so, having had 
no actual experience in compiling 
such data or no opportunity to secure 
these figures. The Commission, fol¬ 
lowing the recess, during which they 
discussed the matter, decided in favor 
of the complainants, and Thompson’s 
figures will be admitted as part of the 
evidence in the case. 

Benjamin Kraus of the Growers’ 
Rice Milling Company made some tell 
ing points against the Southern Pa 
ciflc Company’s present switching 
rates, defining by actual illustrations 
of freight movements from Biggs and 
other Sacramento Valley points of the 
fact “that he was penalized 50 cents 
a ton over competitors located within 
the Oakland switching zone.” His 
evidence brought out the fact that on 
shipments originating in certain parts 
of the Sacramento Valley, destined to 
Oakland competitors, the cost of trans 
porting was 50 cents a ton less in 
Oakland than the rate he was com¬ 
pelled to pay for the landing of a car 
at his plant in South San Francisco 
under the present switching rate. 

D. E. Curley was called to testify 
as to his connection with the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and his position with 
the Manufacturers’ Association. His 
testimony was chiefly in rebuttal of 
the implication of the Southern Pa¬ 
cific Company that the advertisement 
which he prepared by direction of the 
Chamber of Commerce was in direct 
contradistinction to the allegations 
that this city’s progress was handl-

EXPLOSION OF ACCUMULATED 

GASES FROM CHEMICALS RE. 

SULTS IN DISASTROUS BLAZE. 

A/ fierce fire totally destroyed the 
E. H. Edwards Company factory last 
Sunday night. Due to the fact that 
the warehouse was saved, the loss 
will probably not exceed $50,000. The 
fire broke out about ten o’clock and 
is believed to have been caused by an 
explosion of chemicals used in the 
galvanizing of wire. The watchman 
states that when he attempted to light 
the burner under one of the large 
galvanizing tanks the accumulated 
gases exploded and the flames spread 
rapidly throughout the entire factory. 

Watchmen of the Schaw-Batcher 
Company turned in an alarm to the 
local fire department, while the 
watchman at the Edwards plant at¬ 
tempted to extinguish the flames. 

Crowds Flock to Fire. 

The blowing of the siren on the 
local fire apparatus aroused several 
hundred, people, who flocked to the 
scene of the fire, as the flames were 
then visible over the entire city. 

The fire department and hundreds 
of volunteers were seriously handi¬ 
capped in their attempt to fight the 
flames by the distance of the plant 
from the city fire hydrants, and the 
fact that the hose of the fire depart¬ 
ment would not fit the private 
hydrants of the wire works. 

City in Darkness. 

When it was realized that it was 
useless to attempt to save the burn¬ 
ing factory precautions were taken to 
prevent a further spread of the fire 
to the adjoining warehouse of the 
wire works and to prevent the pos¬ 
sible destruction of the great Schaw- 
Batcher Pipe Works and ship yards, 
whose buildings closely adjoined the 
burning factory. The flames which 
leaped from the factory across the 
intervening road to the warehouse 
were quickly extinguished by chem¬ 
icals. Later a line of hose was 
trained on the building as a further 
precaution. A car of wire which 
stood on the siding was saved, with 
partial damage, by the energy and) 
foresight of the Southern Pacific Com-/ 
pany’s switch crew, which hauled the 
car from out of the fire zone. 

yo add to the excitement a power 
line belonging to the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company went down, and the 
city was in darkness for more than 
an hour while the workmen were re¬ 
pairing the break. 

< Will Rebuild. 

The Edwards Company is one of 
the most recent plants to locate here 
and has had a substantial growth in 
its business since it commenced the 
manufacture of wire at the plant. 

E. H. Edwards, the president of the 
company, who is now in the East, has 
given instructions for the immediate 
rebuilding of the factory on its old 
site. Superintendent Spangler is di¬ 
recting the work of reconstruction 
during Mr. Edwards’ absence.

These tests took the form of the 
display of danger signals at unex¬ 
pected places, the manipulaiton of 
home semaphore and interlocking sig¬ 
nals, removal of markers, extinguish¬ 
ing lights, and the display of wrong 
numbers on caboose and engine indi¬ 
cators. 

In every test such as those men¬ 
tioned trainmen detected every sig¬ 
nal and reported every error. The 
per cent of efficiency showed by the 
total of tests conducted on every di- 
viison was 99.77. The few failures 
noted were mostly of a technical 
character, such as the observance of 
speed regulations and matters which 
do not involve the immediate element 
of risk.

When the history of the American war loans is finally written, into it 
will be written the account of a people converted from extravagance to 
frugality, from reckless spending to prudent saving. It will contain the 
account of a nation that, while giving freely of its wealth, yet in the very 
act of giving received more than it gave. 

Yes, great as will be the money outlay necessary for the successful 
prosecution of this war, the solid, enduring benefit to the people of this 
country will be infinitely greater.

No nation of people ever yet succeeded in building a stable national 
edifice upon extravagance. It matters not how vast the resources, they 
must in time succumb to the lavish hand. Only prudence and frugality can 
lay a substantial foundation for the national life. 

We are aware that the life of our people has heretofore been tending 
toward prodigality, and that their phenomenal success would tend to dis¬ 
prove the foregoing assertion. But there is a reason, and it is found in 
the comparative newness of the country. Heretofore it has been easier to 
reach out after untouched resources than to conserve those already in hand. 
But that day is past. We are face to face with a demand for all and more 
than is available, and the smallest fraction of waste will tell in the net 
result. 

A knowledge of this fact is the great legacy that will be left to the 
American people when the war shall have been fought to a successful end. 
And that knowledge, with the habits of thrift now being enforced, will have 
effectually changed the American character from a spending to a saving 
people. 


Watch the man who affects to despise wealth. There’s something wrong 
with his mental make-up. Wealth is the visible evidence of industry; it is 
the vehicle through which all human activities accomplish their results. 
A sordid greed for gold is repulsive to all right-thinking persons, but the 
man who has not a true appreciation of the value of wealth—be it in money 
or what not, has no appreciation of the worth of human ambition. He 
lacks the real ambition that moves to successful effort. The spendthrift 
is not the most desirable of characters, but he is a paragon beside the man 
totally lacking in the ambition to accumulate the rewards of industry. The 
fellow who has nothing and wants less is simply a clog on the wheels of 
progress, and the world were better off without him. 


When the Government took over the railroads the operators had before 
them a demand of the men for a 40 per cent raise in wages. This, with 
their other troubles, was promptly passed on to Woodrow. As neat a case 
of “passing the buck” as we have witnessed. 


It isn’t the frowns of our enemies that we should fear, but the treachery 
that hides behind the smiles of a false friend. 


It’s a safe bet that prices are causing more meatless days than patriot¬ 
ism is prompting. 


Also, it’s safe to gamble that the price of garbage cans will not be 
boosted on account of the unusual demand. 


When that registration of alien enemies is completed, it is safe to pre¬ 
dict that the Rogues’ Gallery will be enriched with a choice lot of new mugs.

South San Francisco was the only 
city in San Mateo County represented 
in the annual promotion edition of 
the San Francisco Chronicle which 
appeared yesterday. One whole page 
of the special publicity edition was de¬ 
voted to an article telling of the 
growth of South San Francisco and 
advertisements of its business men 
and factories. Telling of the indus¬ 
trial development there, the article 
said: 

The San Francisco bay region is 
the logical and actual industrial cen¬ 
ter of the Pacific Coast, and South 
San Francisco is rapidly becoming 
the focusing point, industrially, of the 
entire upper end of the San Francisco 
peninsula. 

Score of Industries. 

Nearly a score of large industries 
are already located at South San 
Francisco, and hardly a month passes 
but another chooses a site there and 
begins the erection of a factory. Al¬ 
ready South San Francisco has the 
largest steel mills west of Gary, Ind.; 
the largest paint, oil, lead, varnish 
and glass works west of Chicago; a 
pipe works that ranks with any in the 
United States; packing houses, in¬ 
cluding a new $500,000 plant built last 
year; wool pullery, stockyards, pot¬ 
tery works and marble and mosaic 


works, locomotive and car shops, a 
huge shipbuilding plant, which al¬ 
ready has contracts for building $12,- 
000,000 worth of vessels; machine 
shops, lumber mills, carbide light fac¬ 
tory, auto electric storage-battery 
works, brass and iron foundries and 
another new iron works now under 
construction; brick works, wire works 
and rice mills. 

Natural Advantages. 

A multitude of natural advantages 
are enjoyed by South San Francisco. 
It is but five and a half miles south 
of San Francisco, on the main line 
of the Southern Pacific, seventeen 
minutes by train from the city. 
Thirty-five passenger trains stop there 
daily, and it can be reached by the 
best automobile highways in the 
West. Bay and river steamers tie up 
at its docks, and with its five miles of 
bay frontage, it is the point “where 
rail and water meet.” It has twenty- 
two miles of spur switching and in¬ 
dustrial trackage, including an inde¬ 
pendent belt line railroad reaching 
all factories. 

The new Schaw-Batcher ship canal 
is twenty-two feet deep, 200 feet wide 
and more than a mile and a half in 
length.

WOMAN SUSPECTED 


Madame Johanna Hensel-Heink, a

GOOD EATING. 

From stale bread cut six slices, re¬ 
move the crusts and butter the bread. 

Put through a food 
chopper sufficient 
fresh coconut from 
which the brown 
skin has been pared 
to make a cupful 
and a half. Sepa¬ 
rate the whites and 
yolks of three eggs, 
beat the yolks with 
half a cupful of sugar, a half teaspoon¬ 
ful of vanilla and one pint of milk. Cut 
the bread in half-inch dice. Arrange 
half of it in a baking dish, sprinkling 
one quarter of the coconut through it. 
Pour over it half of the raw custard, 
add the remainder of the bread, an¬ 
other quarter of the coconut and the 
rest of the custard. Bake in a mod¬ 
erate oven until set in the center. 
Spread the top with a layer of quince 
Jelly, cover with the remainder of the 
coconut and over all heap the whites 
beaten to a stiff froth and sweetened 
with three tablespoonfuls of sugar. Sift 
sugar tfclckly over the top and brown 
in the oven. 

Pittsburgh Potatoes.—Wash and 
pare potatoes and cut in half-inch 
cubes. There should be one quart Put 
In a stewpan with one small onion 
chopped fine, and cover with boiling 
salted water, cook five minutes, add 
three canned pimentoes drained and 
cut in strips, and cook five minutes; 
drain and put into a buttered baking 
dish. Melt four tablespoonfuls of drip¬ 
pings, add the same amount of flour, 
cook until well blended; then add two 
cupfuls of milk gradually, stirring con¬ 
stantly. Bring to the boiling point and 
add a half pound of good cheese, 
grated, with three-fohrths of a tea¬ 
spoonful of salt and an eighth of a 
teaspoonful of pepper. Pour this sauce 
over the potatoes and bake in the oven 
until brown. 

Puree of Pea-Pods.—Chop the pods 
from two quarts of fresh peas, add 
five cupfuls of cold water and put on 
to cook for an hour and a half, then 
rub through a coarse sieve. There 
should be three cupfuls of the puree. 
Add three cupfuls of milk, a table¬ 
spoonful of sugar and salt and pepper 
to taste. Thicken with two tablespoon¬ 
fuls each of fat and flour. Let boll up 
and serve piping hot.
